Wasiiinoton, Oct. l%— The postmas- 
ter general has issued a formal warn- 
ing to all postmasters against the levy 
of political assessment, and simulta- 
neously the civil service commission 
has nftlted attention to the law govern- 
ing the subject, and of tho commis- 
sion', intention to enforce it. This 

paigna, and is understood follows eom- 
plaints of specitic violations of the law 
received from Ohio and other states 
where elect ons are to be held this 
year. The postmaster general's order 
follows: 

"By request of the civil service com- 
mission all postmasters are hereby di- 
rected to sign and post conspicuously 
in their respective offices copies of the 
following circular, issued by the Unit- 
ed States civil service commission, and 
to use every means to direct tne^tten- 
tion of their subordinates to the pro- 
visions thereof. 

"W. S. SlIAM.KNllltnOER. 
"Acting Postmaster General." 

The commissions' circular says "The 
civil service-act makes political assess- 
ment* of federal officers and employes 
a misdemeanor," and then quotes sec- 
tions 2, U IS, It, 14 and II of the act, 
which was approved January 1 *>. MM 

The commission now adds the fol- 
lowing: 

"It is the duty of the commission to 
see that the provisions of this law are 
strictly enforced, and it will employ 
every legitimate and available means 
to secure the prosecution and punish- 
ment of whoever may violate them.
